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How much longer will 
county be slave to Stack? 


OVER the last few weeks the county 
has been brought to grinding halt, 
after grinding halt. The never 
ending, never relenting strain of 
Operation Stack, and the traffic 
chaos it generates dominating not 
only the headlines, but people’s lives 
as well. 

Just over a week ago the county’s 
politicians celebrated, announcing 

- following an emergency meeting 

- that a contraflow system would be 
put in place. 

Just days later that system was 
shot down by the very Government 
agency, Highways England, which 
was supposed to be implementing it. 

This raised a number of questions: 
Not least quite why the various 
assorted politicians at County Hall 
and in Parliament hadn’t quizzed the 
experts on whether it would be 
feasible in the first place. 

And so we end this week with 
another ‘emergency solution’ just 
around the corner according to the 
politicians. 


You can’t help but be cynical, and 
question whether this time some¬ 
thing will actually happen to get 
Kent moving forward again, or 
whether once more, we’re simply at 
the mercy of the rhetoric of the MPs. 

It brings to mind another long- 
running transport thorn - that of 
Manston Airport in Thanet. 

Before the election, the hotly 
contested Thanet South seat was a 
pilgrimage for top Conservative 
Party politicians, all keen to be seen 
to be doing something about the 
county. Promises that Manston was 
- like Operation Stack - a top priority 
wooed the electorate, bringing about 
a resounding Tory win. 

Yet despite those assurances from 
the transport minister, and also the 
Prime Minister himself, nothing yet, 
has happened to bring the airport 
back into use. 

We can only hope that an 
Operation Stack solution is that little 
bit closer, and this time, it’s not just 
empty talk.

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Council struggles with 
rise in migrant children

UNACCOMPANIED migrant children, 
travelling from Calais are placing 
serious strain on local services, accord¬ 
ing to Kent County Council leader 
Paul Carter. 

The Conservative Party councillor 
met with the Home Office to discuss 
the problem, which has risen 
significantly over the past year, and 
shows signs of worsening. 

Local authorities have a legal duty 
to provide care for unaccompanied 
youths who arrive in their area. 

Kent has often found that it bears 
the brunt of this as many travel to 
Britain across the Channel, arriving 
either at the Port of Dover, or at the 
Eurotunnel terminal in Folkestone. 

Cllr Carter said: “I have met with the 
Home Office to discuss both the impact 
of Operation Stack as well as the 
number of unaccompanied asylum 
seeking children entering the Port of 
Dover and Kent County Council’s duty 
of care to provide for them. 

“It is putting enormous strain on 
our children’s social services.” 

The number of young asylum 
seekers arriving in Dover has grown 
steadily, with 238 recorded a year ago 


rising to 369 in April. 

However the past six months have 
seen the numbers accelerating fast, 
with problems in Calais likely to have 
contributed to the latest rise in the 
figure of youths aged under 18 
requiring care from the county 
council. 

Cllr Carter said: “We are now caring 
for 605 under 18s and face a shortfall 
of £5.5 million in costs to care for 
them.” 

According to the council leader, it 


isn’t simply the financial costs which 
are causing the local authority 
problems. 

As more children - often from 
war-torn countries like Syria and Iraq 
- arrived at Dover, safe spaces to care 
for them are becoming an issue. 

He said: “Staff are working flat out 
to support these vulnerable young 
people through our reception centres 
and we are urgently looking at new 
premises in order to expand the 
facilities.” 


Despite the problems, Cllr Carter 
said that KCC was working hard to 
deal with the issues, and had resolved 
to put in place arrangements to help 
manage the problems of a lack of 
space, and also funding in Kent. 

Cllr Carter said: “We are now 
working with the Association of 
Directors of Children’s Services to 
come to a dispersal arrangement 
outside of Kent as we need places 
across the country where they can go 
after assessment.” 


Local MEP bites back 
after brutal killing of 
famous lion Cecil 


County's cops join forces 
with Met to fight crime 


SOUTH east Lib Dem MEP Catherine 
Bearder is campaigning to ban trophy 
hunting imports after the brutal 
killing of Zimbabwean lion Cecil. 

He was found headless and skinned 
on the outskirts of Hwange National 
Park at the beginning of July. 

The hunter, American dentist 
Walter Palmer, has boasted of killing a 
host of endangered animals with a 
bow and arrow. He allegedly paid 
around £32,000 to kill Cecil, who was 
tempted out of the park using bait, 
then shot. He took 40 hours to die. 

The lion was well-known and 
enjoyed human contact. His death 
has sparked outrage on social media 
and among conservation groups. 

“He never bothered anybody,” said 
Johnny Rodrigues, the head of 
Zimbabwe Conservation Task Force. 
“He was one of the most beautiful 
animals to look at.” 

Under EU rules, importing lion 
hunting trophies is only supposed to 
be permitted from countries where 
hunting can be shown to be legal 


and sustainable. However it contin¬ 
ues to be legal to import lion trophies 
from some African countries despite 
a lack of scientific data on the 
number of surviving lions there. 

Now Ms Bearder has tabled an urgent 
parliamentary question to the European 
Commission calling for lion trophy 
imports into the EU to be banned. 

She said: “The shooting of Cecil the 
lion was tragic and cruel, but it has 
at least shone a spotlight on the 
absurdity of the current situation. 

“Despite the number of lions across 
Africa plummeting in recent years, 
hunters are still allowed to import 
lion hunting trophies into the EU 
from several African countries. In 
countries where there is no recent 
and independent data on lion 
populations imports of hunting 
trophies into Europe must be 
immediately banned. 

“In the long-term, I want to see the 
EU follow the lead of Australia and ban 
all imports of lion hunting trophies to 
end this abhorrent practice.”

A SCIENTIST from the University of Kent is part of a 
team which has discovered a drug that could be used 
to treat deadly lung and pancreatic cancers, 

Research undertaken by Michelle Garrett, along with 
others, has shown in human cancer cells and in mice 
that the drug boosts the effectiveness of conventional 
chemotherapy 


The drug, discovered at the Institute of Cancer 
Research, London (ICR) and known as CCT245737, is 
scheduled to begin first-in-human clinical trials in 
patients with lung and pancreatic cancers - two 
cancers with low survival rates. 

Professor Garrett joined the University of Kent’s 
school of biosciences in 2014.

A spokesman for Highways Eng¬ 
land said: “It was a fruitful meeting, 
and there are a number of options 
we will be looking into.”

Ramsgate 
brute caged 
after attack 

A Ramsgate man who assaulted two 
people in a house in Ramsgate and then 
returned later to steal from them has 
been jailed for three-and-a-half years. 

Dean Hoskins, 29, of Stirling Way, 
was sentenced when he appeared at 
Canterbury Crown Court on July 23. 

He had previously pleaded guilty to 
two charges of assault and one charge of 
burglary at an earlier court hearing. 

On February 21, Hoskins barged his 
way into a house in Upper Dumpton 
Park Road and started searching the 
rooms looking for one of the victims, a 
man, who he grabbed by the hair and 
started to punch in the face. 

Hoskins then punched his second 
victim, a 24-year-old woman, causing 
her to fall back and hit her head against 
the wall. 

Other witnesses managed to get 
Hoskins out of the house. 

He returned around three hours later 
and demanded to search the rooms 
again. 

When he was interviewed by police he 
denied all offences and couldn’t explain 
why the two victims were left with 
injuries. However he admitted them in 
court. 

Detective Constable Clive Horne said: 
“The sentence served to Hoskins reflects 
the severity of his actions.” 


Canterbury business 
'named and shamed' 

CANTERBURY-based business Pro-Force Ltd, has 
been ‘named and shamed’ by business minister 
Nick Boles, for failing to pay workers the minimum 
wage. 

The business, which specialises in agricultural 
recruitment, is said to have shortchanged 25 of its 
workers by a total of £1,280.99. 

The news comes as Government says it is 
‘determined’ that everyone who is entitled to the 
National Minimum Wage (NMW) receives it. 

Business minister Nick Boles said: “As a one 
nation government on the side of working people 
we are determined that everyone who is entitled 
to the National Minimum Wage receives it. 

1 When the new National Living Wage is 
introduced next April (2016) we will enforce 
robustly. 

“This means that the hard-working people of 
the UK will get the pay rise they deserve.” 

From October of this year, the NMW will 
increase to £6.70. 


No green light for 
Waterside Park plan 

PROPOSALS to create an industrial development off 
the M20 at junction 8 have been refused. 

An appeal was launched following refusal of the 
plans by Maidstone Borough Council and a planning 
inquiry launched in May. 

The appeal was made by Gallagher Properties Ltd, 
Automotive Distributors Ltd and Marden-based firms 
Scarab Sweepers. 

Planning inspector Katie Peerless said in her 
decision:' ‘The proposed loss of this green field site is 
clearly controversial. It is strongly opposed by all the 
local parish councils, the county council, the CPRE, the 
Kent Downs AONB Executive and Natural England. 

‘ ‘Considerable environmental harm would result 
from the loss of this area of countryside to develop¬ 
ment through the combined impact on the landscape 
setting of the Areas of Outstanding Natural Beauty 
and the heritage assets.’ ’ 

KCC has consistently objected to major commer¬ 
cial development at M20 junction 8 and strongly 
opposed the proposals for Waterside Park. 


Green Flags fly over 
our leading parks 

THIRTY Kent parks have won prestigious Keep Britain 
Tidy Green Flag awards this week. 

Nationwide, 1,582 parks and green spaces picked 
up the quality mark. 

Among them were the likes of Calverley Grounds 
and Dunorlan Park in Tunbridge Wells, Riverside 
Country Park in Gillingham, the Great Lines in 
Chatham, the Royal Military Canal in Hythe, Oare 
Gunpowder Works Country Park near Faversham, 
SwanLey Park, Pegwell Bay Country Park, and Mote 
Park in Maidstone. 

That’s in addition to two Green Flag community 
awards for projects by the Bearsted Woodland Trust 
and Whatman Park in Maidstone. 

A Keep Britain Tidy spokesman said: ‘ A Green 
Flag flying overhead is a sign to the public the space 
boasts the highest possible standards, is beautifully 
maintained and has excellent facilities.’ ’ 

Tonbridge council saw awards for Leyboume 
Lakes and Haysden Park.

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Energy plant shelved to make 
way for £2bn Paramount park

A MAJOR hurdle for work to progress on the 
£2billion London Paramount Resort on the 
Swanscombe Peninsula has been overcome. 

Teal Energy had wanted to build what it 
described as an ‘energy recovery plant’ on 
an area of land required for the ambitious 
entertainment complex. 

The £100m plant would have turned 
waste into energy. 

Originally proposed in 2010, it been given 
the green light in 2014 by Kent County 
Council, before it was called in by the then 
communities secretary, Eric Pickles, later 
that same year, delaying the process. 

But just a week before a public inquiry into 
the application, which Paramount bosses 
told the new communities secretary, Tun¬ 
bridge Wells MP Greg Clark could threaten 
its enormous investment, a deal was reached 
and Teal has agreed to shelve its plans. 

The inquiry has now been cancelled, and 
Teal agreed to seek an alternative site. 

Paul Sadler, chief executive of Teal Energy, 
said: “The Swanscombe Peninsula will be 
transformed as a result of London Para¬ 
mount and the Ebbsfleet Garden City. Teal 
Energy is keen to find an alternative site in 
north Kent.” 


This gives added impetus to the London 
Paramount Entertainment Resort proposals 
following the recent purchase of Bamber Pit 
and Essenden Sports Ground. 

The amusement park, which will be built 
on the Swanscombe Peninsula, is due to 
open in 2020, subject to its planning appli¬ 
cation being approved. 

Developers claim the resort would cost 
£2bn to build, and create around 27,000 
new jobs. 

It will feature a Disneyland Paris-rivalling 


theme park, using big names from Holly¬ 
wood studio Paramount, plus thousands of 
hotel rooms, entertainment venues and ar¬ 
eas for industry too. 

It is expected to pull in millions of visi¬ 
tors each year and become one of Europe’s 
premier attractions. 

David Testa, chief executive of London 
Paramount, said: “We’re delighted to have 
reached an agreement with Teal - without 
doubt this is another important step in the 
right direction for the future of the project.” 


Motorist killed after 
crashing in cop chase 

THE Independent Police Complaints Commission 
says it will not pursue a probe into a police chase 
which resulted in a fatal crash in Rochester last 
weekend. 

An investigation was launched after a man 
being pursued after failing to stop for police in 
Deice Road. He subsequently crashed in Maid¬ 
stone Road. Named locally as Peter O’Reilly and in 
his 40s, he hit a wall.

MOTORCYCLISTS using their machines illegally 
are being told they face having them destroyed as 
police crack down on problems in the East 
Mailing area. 

Officers say they will not hesitate in seizing 
machines if found to cause a nuisance or contra¬ 
vene the law. 


Crash closes bridge 

THE Sheppey Crossing was closed southbound 
this week after a crash just days after the speed 
limit on the controversial road was slashed to 
50mph to make it safer. 

Three cars and a motorcycle crashed into one 
another on Monday afternoon. 

Critics claim the layout of the road obscures the 
view and there is no hard shoulder or lighting.

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Cows killed as train derailed 
after smash near to Chilham 



FIVE cows were killed and more 
than 70 passengers had to be led to 
safety after a train was derailed on 
Sunday night. 

The 8.10pm train from Charing 
Cross to Ramsgate was travelling 
close to 70mph when it struck the 
herd which had strolled onto the 
track between Wye and Chilham. 

The force of the impact knocked 
the front carriage from the tracks. 
None of the 72 passengers were 
injured. 

As emergency services rushed to 
the scene, a ladder was put up to allow 
passengers to exit the train before they 
were led to safety and gathered at 
Godmersham Village Hall. 

The stricken carriage had to wait 
for a specialist crane to arrive in 
order for it to be lifted clear of the 
tracks to allow for recovery. 


Some reports suggested a 
warning had been received by 
Network Rail, which is responsible 
for the tracks, some 90 minutes 
before the crash. But that after 
Southeastern ran one service at 


reduced speeds, it was decided to 
resume services. 

The Rail Accident Investigation 
Branch spent the week conducting 
a preliminary examination before 
deciding if to launch a full probe. 


Family pay tribute to duo 
who died on Alpine road 


THE parents of the two young 
men killed during a rally across 
the Alps have this week made 
moving tributes. 

Danny Hall, 25, and Josh 
Robinson, 22, both from 
Ashford, were thrown clear of 
their blue Seat Leon as it 
apparently crashed through a 
barrier and tumbled 1,312 feet 
from the Grossglockner High 
Alpine Road near the village of 
Fusch. 

The road is notorious for its 
tight bends boasting more than 
30 hairpin bends. 

They were taking part in an 
event called The Great Euro¬ 
pean Rally, which is more road 
trip than high speed jaunt. 

Described by organisers as 
‘not a race’, it took in seven 
countries over eight days and 
some of the Continent’s most 


spectacular roads with 
competitors driving any road 
legal car. It started in Belgium 
and ended in Hungary. 

Mr Robinson’s mother Jenny 
described the friends as “like 
brothers”. She said: “He was my 
wonderful son. I cannot believe 
you’re gone. You will always be 
in my heart.” 

His father Marcus added: “I 
can’t sleep for crying. Good¬ 
night son, good night, nothing 
can hurt you now. You will 
always be my little boy.” 

His mother added: “My 
wonderful son. Love you so so 
much, can’t believe you’re gone. 
You will always be in my heart.” 

The alarm was raised when 
another driver taking part 
reported that they had not met 
him at an agreed rendezvous 
point.

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Still in the dark 
about when the 
lights will turn on 

The future of all-night street lighting in the county 
seemed to be assured when, in March, Kent County 
Council - facing mounting public pressure - announced it 
was to be reintroduced but, as Chris Murphy discovers, 
this may not be the case...

A ROW has once again 
erupted over the switch¬ 
ing off of street lights 
across Kent. 

Liberal Democrats at 
County Hall, Maidstone, say a Con¬ 
servative promise that all-night light¬ 
ing will return has been broken. 

In December 2013 in a bid to save 
money, Kent County Council (KCC) 
introduced energy saving measures 
which saw some street lights switched 
off from midnights to 5.30am. 

The street lights are to be eventu¬ 
ally replaced with LED lights in a £40 
million scheme that will cut power 
use. 

In March at a Prime Minister’s 
question time-style session, county 
councillors submitted pre-written 
questions on the matter to which the 
council’s cabinet members respond 
with pre-written answers. 

But there is confusion over when 
the LEDs will be introduced and 
whether the lights will still be turned 
off overnight. 

A public consultation is now also 
on the cards, giving residents three 
choices on the future of the county’s 
street lighting. 

Lib Dem councillor for Maidstone 
South Cllr Brian Clark is furious with 
Conservative Matthew Balfour, who 
represents Mailing Rural East. 

A question was posed on part-night 
street lighting and a petition with 
more than 10,000 signatures called 
Right to Light, demanding the lights 
go back on, was debated. 

In his prepared answer at the 
March meeting, Cllr Balfour wrote: 
“Going forward, we have said that all- 
night lighting will return as part of 
the proposal to convert the county 
council’s entire stock of street lights 
to LED. 

“Conversion will begin in late 
2015/early 2016 with residential ar¬ 
eas being done first. This element of 
the works will take 12 months to 
complete, the entire scheme will take 
three years to implement.” 

But during the actual meeting the 
Liberal Democrat claims Cllr Balfour 
did not say the words: “Going for¬ 
ward”. 

Cllr Clark explained: “Whether he 
said ‘going forward’ or not, the rest of

the statement suggests a complete 
end of the switching off of lampposts 
overnight. 

“All the other members have since 
been speaking with residents in our 
areas reassuring them that the lights 
will be coming back on.” 

Then at a more recent meeting of 
the Environment and Transport 
Committee, the waters were muddied 
a little more. 

Cllr Clark said: “Now we under¬ 
stand there will be a full public con¬ 
sultation later this year to consider 
three different options. 

“The whole thing has been so con¬ 
fused by a simple statement that sug¬ 
gested full night lighting is coming 
back soon. 

“As if all that wasn’t enough, even 
the consultation looks utterly flawed. 

“We are now being told there are 
three options that will be considered 
once an all-new and costly conver¬ 
sion from sodium lights to LEDs is 
completed.” 

The options are the continuation of 
part night lighting, where lights are 
turned off from midnight to 5.30am; 
restoration of all night lighting 
dimmed by 50 per cent; or the return 
to all night lighting. 

Cllr Clark said: “The crazy thing is, 
we are told that one of these options 
will be adopted across the whole 
county. That makes no sense as high¬ 
ly populated urban areas will have 
completely different needs to rural 
areas with low populations.” 

Explaining the situation, Cllr Clark 
said: “This new problem emerged in a 
review of KCC’s lighting policy for the 
energy saving LED lamp roll out dur¬ 



ing the recent Environment and 
Transport Committee. 

“It removes an assurance on all- 
night lighting which county mem¬ 
bers have, in good faith, been publi¬ 
cising to residents across the county. 
We have been telling people worried 
about their lights going out that they 
will all be back on soon. It turns out, 
that was in fact wrong. 

“KCC now plans to take three op¬ 
tions for future street lighting policy 
to public consultation, from which 
the option chosen will be a one size 
fits all for the whole of Kent.” 

He added: “By asking the public to 
choose one of three options, there is 
an assumption that one size fits all. 

“The demographics of Kent are 
much more complicated - what 
works in a scenic rural location is 
unlikely to work in a dense urban 
setting. We are paying for a complex 
LED central control system with eve¬ 
ry light in Kent separately adjustable, 
then we plan to make them all have 
the same setting. 

“This paper makes no mention 
of the criteria for how this decision 
is to be made and will do little 


to overcome public concern.” 

He added: “The reality is that the 
administration has wasted a fortune 
rushing in part-night lighting on ob¬ 
solete streetlamps. 

“In fact, the money saved in turn¬ 
ing these lights off has been wiped out 
because a piece of hardware has had 
to be fitted to each one. Basically, we 
have been spending more money on 
lampposts that are out of date. 

“Beyond this, processes have been 
set up without any flexibility to reflect 
the diverse needs of Kent’s popula¬ 
tion, and we still see a refusal to face 
up to how bad this policy has been for 
residents, whether they wish to have 
all night lighting or not.” 

Campaigner Tina Brooker, a legal 
secretary from Gravesend, created 
the Right to Light petition and has 
been on marches calling for all lights 
to be switched back on. 

She told us: “KCC had put its resi¬ 
dents in a position where they were 
reliant on becoming victims of crime 
and high crime statistics in order to 
get back a service they pay for and 
which had been taken away without 
their knowledge or consent. 


“The fight to get Kent’s streetlights 
reinstated has been going on for well 
over a year now and many discrepan¬ 
cies and misleading statements have 
come to light.” 

When contacted, Cllr Balfour sug¬ 
gested we go through the KCC media 
department. 

In a statement, the authority said: 
“The consultation due to start next 
month into the current street light¬ 
ing policy is separate to the planned 
roll out of LED conversion, though it 
will inform the process of how the 
lights will operate. 

“There will be three options: Part 
night lighting - current level of serv¬ 
ice (12am to 5:30am), all night light¬ 
ing but with a dimmed profile and a 
return to all night lighting. 

“The conversion to LED will go 
ahead, as announced at the meeting 
in March. 

“The consultation on the policy 
will run from late August for eight to 
ten weeks until October and will pro¬ 
vide residents information about 
each of the options being put forward, 
including the costs or savings associ¬ 
ated with each of these.”

Teen’s tragic death brings surge 
in use of ‘laughing gas’ into focus 

Jamie Weir examines rise in use of nitrous oxide and just how authorities are tackling its popularity 


RISKS AND DANGERS... 


A TTEND any major out¬ 
door music festival, or 
even many of our parks, 
and the chances are you 
will find, littering the 
ground, dozens of small metal cylinders. 

They are the detritus of a new craze 
which is growing in popularity 
among young people, is legal, and 
last weekend is believed to have been 
responsible for the death of an 
18-year-old party-goer in former 
Kent, now London, borough Bexley. 

The substance contained within 
the cylinders is nitrous oxide - more 
commonly known as laughing gas. 

But experts say the use of the gas, 
used frequently in dentist surgeries 
and in professional kitchens, is fast 
becoming no laughing matter amid 
mounting concerns over its impact 
on health. 

Today, many youngsters refer to it 
instead as ‘hippy crack’. 

And it is available, over the coun¬ 
ter, in many stockists. 

Among them Northfleet-based UK 
Skunkworks, which has branches in 
Canterbury. 

The company refused to comment 
when Kent on Sunday contacted it, 
stating that it had nothing to say on 
the issue of nitrous oxide abuse. 

Most commonly inhaled by users, 
the gas can lead to euphoric feelings 
as well as laughter. UK Skunkworks 
website states that youngsters can 
use the product for ‘cream parties’. 

That’s because one of its legitimate 
uses is in kitchenware designed to 
dispense whipped cream. 

That, and other legitimate 
everyday uses, have made it extreme¬ 
ly difficult to ensure that the nitrous 
oxide which is sold at retailers doesn’t 


THE rise of nitrous oxide is 
sparking considerable concern 
among health chiefs - so what 
exactly is making youngsters turn 
to what is better known as laughing 
gas for a kick? 

The most obvious effect of 
nitrous oxide use is to make those 
taking it laugh. Users also experi¬ 
ence short lived feelings of 
euphoria, relaxation and calmness. 

It can also make them dizzy and 
lead to difficulty in making 
decisions and thinking straight. 


end up being abused by users. 

Despite that, Kent Police says that it 
will crack down on shops which sell it 
to younger users. 

Acting Inspector Garry Brimson 
said: “Although there are some pock¬ 
ets of use, the misuse of nitrous oxide 
is currently not a substantial problem 
in Kent. 

“Sadly, the more people use this sub¬ 
stance, mistakenly thinking that it is 
harmless, the more incidents of harm 
and death will come to our notice. We 
would strongly advise people to steer 
clear of this and all new psychoactive 
substances [legal highs], and we will 
take robust action against any li¬ 
censed premises linked to its use.” 

Nigel Downes is the coordinator for 
Maidstone Street Pastors - a group 
which work in the town centre to pro¬ 
vide emotional, spiritual and practi¬ 
cal support to those in need. 

He told KoS that the use of ‘hippy 
crack’ by youngsters on nights out in 
Maidstone had been a serious prob- 


Hallucinations have also been 
reported when taking a large 
quantity of the gas. 

So what are the dangers 
associated with 'hippy crack’ use? 

Because of the effect it has on the 
users’ judgement, nitrous oxide 
abuse can make them place 
themselves in danger and increase 
the risks of people hurting 
themselves. Those taking nitrous 
oxide also put themselves at risk of 
unconsciousness or even death 
from lack of oxygen. However 


lem in the past - one of the pockets of 
use Kent Police had identified. 

He said: “We used to find evidence 
of it everywhere in Maidstone, with 
empty silver canisters used for taking 
the gas littering certain parts of the 
town. 

“It was a big problem, however we 
have seen less evidence of its use re¬ 
cently. That certainly doesn’t mean 
people have stopped using it, but it 
may have moved elsewhere, or maybe 
the people who were taking it 
regularly have moved onto some¬ 
thing else now.” 

The drug has a massive following 
among users in the 16 to 24-year-old 
age group, with Government figures 
from the Home Office showing that 
around 470,000 young adults used it 
in 2014. That made it the second most 
popular drug, topped only by cannabis. 

Steps have been taken in some in¬ 
dustries to discourage abuse of the 
gas. The nitrous oxide which is used 
to boost an engine’s performance in 


there are also longer term dangers 
associated with its regular use. 
People who take the drug fre¬ 
quently can end up with a defi¬ 
ciency of vitamin B12. 

That can cause them serious 
nerve damage, which in some 
cases causes tingling and numb¬ 
ness in fingers, toes and other 
extremities and can also lead to 
difficulty walking. Frequent use 
can also lead to users bodies not 
making enough white blood cells, 
causing a form of anaemia. 


motorsports often has a small 
amount of sulphur dioxide - which 
has a rancid smell - added in the gas 
to discourage inhalation of it. 

Kent County Council’s director of 
public health, Andrew Scott-Clark, 
told KoS: “Although this substance is 
not illegal, that does not mean it is 
safe to use and people need to be 
aware of its uses and abuses. 

“However it is important to note 
that it is illegal to sell nitrous oxide to 
under 18s if the shopkeeper is suspi¬ 
cious that young people intend to in¬ 
hale the substance.” 

And the law is starting to catch up, 
with the Home Office recently an¬ 
nouncing its blanket ban on new psy¬ 
choactive substances would include 
nitrous oxide - while not disrupting 
its legitimate uses. 

The ban will mean that anyone 
buying, selling or taking the drug 
could be jailed for up to seven years. 

Minister of state for policing, crime, 
criminal justice and victims, Mike 


Penning, said the rules would help 
police tackle the use of nitrous oxide. 

He said: “Young people who take 
these substances are taking excep¬ 
tional risks with their health and 
those who profit from their sale have 
a complete disregard for the potential 
consequences. That’s why we are tar¬ 
geting the suppliers. 

“The landmark bill will fundamen¬ 
tally change the way we tackle new 
psychoactive substances - and put an 
end to the game of cat and mouse in 
which new drugs appear on the mar¬ 
ket more quickly than government 
can identify and ban them.” 

The new bill is something which 
Canterbury MP Julian Brazier is hap¬ 
py about. The Conservative MP has 
long campaigned against the use of 
so-called legal highs. 

Mr Brazier told KoS: “I strongly 
welcome this clampdown, and the 
tightening up of regulations to make 
sure people don’t take these 
substances. 

“It can only be a good thing that 
drugs like this will no longer be as 
easily accessible for abuse, and it’s 
great news that the police will now 
have the powers required to tackle 
this issue head on.” 

Those new powers could help to 
save lives, with use of the gas as a rec¬ 
reational drug growing in the past 
few years. 

KCC’s Mr Scott-Clark added: “If a 
person inhales nitrous oxide, it has a 
number of risks associated with it in¬ 
cluding dizziness, falling over, un¬ 
consciousness or death due to lack of 
oxygen. 

“It is particularly hard to judge the 
amount you are taking and this also 
makes it dangerous.”

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Froome win 
fuels a boom 
in renewed 
love of cycling 


Chris Murphy on how the British cyclist’s 
latest Tour de France victory will help even 
more dust off their two-wheeled machines 
in pursuit of fun, fitness and the open road

C HRIS Froome’s 
magnificent re¬ 
peat triumph on 
the Tour de France 
is helping spear¬ 
head a huge surge of interest 
in cycling with one major 
venue saying competitive 
numbers have rocketed more 
than 25 per cent so far this 
year. 

The British rider, 30, com¬ 
peting for the Sky team, wore 
the prestigious leader’s yellow 
jersey for much of the final 
stages of the gruelling race 
and was crowned 2015 
champion on the streets of 
Paris last Sunday. 

It comes two years after his 
first triumph in the race in 
2013 and makes him the 
most successful rider in Brit¬ 
ish history. 

The county’s biggest 
cycling facility is the 
purpose-built Cyclopark in 
Gravesend 

It offers everything from 
road tracks to BMX courses 
and mountain bike trails. 

Park boss Laurence Tricker 
said the impact of the Tour 
will further fuel its populari¬ 
ty: “Chris Froome’s win can 
only help to raise the profile of 
cycling in the UK inspiring 
more people to get on their 
bike and I’m confident that 
cycling as a sport will contin¬ 
ue to grow. 

“So far for 2015, we have 
seen a growth of 26 per cent 
on competition events and 42 
per cent in personal chal¬ 
lenge events, known as spor- 
tives. 

“The season for spor¬ 
tive events seems to be 
getting longer - rang¬ 
ing in all different 
shapes and sizes, from 
charity rides to the real 
challenging grit rides. 

The park already attracts 
many male riders; our fo¬ 


cus over the last year has 
been to grow the provision for 
women’s cycling and chil¬ 
dren.” 

Froome wasn’t the only 
British interest with an un¬ 
precedented 10 British riders 
competing. 

From the 22-year-old first 
timer Adam Yates, to Olympic 
gold medallists Geraint Tho¬ 
mas and seasoned sprinter 
Mark Cavendish. 

They join an impressive ar¬ 
ray of British cyclists fast be¬ 
coming household names, 
and following in the footsteps 
of the likes of Sir Bradley Wig¬ 
gins, who not only won the 
Tour in 2012, but then fol¬ 
lowed it up with golden glory 
at the London 2012 Olympic 
Games too. 

Mr Tricker said this, com¬ 
bined with increased media 
coverage, means the sport is 
picking up new fans both 
young and old, adding: “Cy¬ 
cling is now one of the most 
popular sports in the UK and 
at Cyclopark park we are see¬ 
ing more people taking up 
recreational cycling, whether 
its road, mountain biking or 


BMXing.” 

Sports England’s Active 
People Survey reports over 
two million people ride a bike 
at least once a year, of which 
over half a million are 
women. 

Cyclopark said it is no 
stranger to this trend has also 
experienced consistent 

growth since it opened in 
2013. 

Mr Tricker said: “The in¬ 
creasing interest in women’s 
cycling is a really positive 
sign. At the park, the Cy- 
cloFemme sessions have 
proved an ideal route for 
women to get into the sport 
and build their confidence. 

“It is rewarding to see 
women turn up at the park 
who have not cycled for some 
time, grow in confidence over 
the weeks through the 
support of the CycloFemme 
coaches all the way through 
to perhaps entering their 

first event for example a 
charity ride or sportive.” 

Kent is no stranger to the 
Tour de France of course, 
having last hosted a stage of 
the race back in 2007. Then

Military tested on 
me at Porton Down 

Alan Moultrie reveals how he became top secret guinea pig

T HE fact I volunteered to be 
a human guinea pig at the 
Ministry of Defence chemi¬ 
cal research establishment 
at Porton Down more than 
60 years ago, now fills with me with 
horror at my stupidity. 

But that is with the benefit of 
hindsight. 

At the time, 1951, I was half way 
through my two-year National Serv¬ 
ice with the Royal Air Force. 

One day, an intriguing notice went 
up inviting airmen to take part in 
some research, for which they would 
receive a small payment and a 72- 
hour leave pass. There was no men¬ 
tion of chemicals or any experimental 
weapons. I had never heard of Porton 
Down. 

I volunteered. This was contrary to 
the forces’ credo of ‘never volunteer 
for anything’. 

When I arrived at Porton Down on 
Salisbury Plain I was surprised at the 
high level of security, but not alarmed 
by it. 

I was taken to a laboratory where 
there were several white-coated men, 
whom I thought were doctors. There 
were also several captive white rab¬ 
bits with tubes sticking out of them. 


A metal tube was pressed into a 
pad of indelible ink and then on to the 
palm of my left hand and forearm, 
making two-inch-diameter circles. 

A machine whirred and then de¬ 
posited a blob of colourless liquid in 
the centre of each circle. I stayed in 
the laboratory until the liquid had 
dried on my skin. I was told that on 
no account must I wash those areas 
until given permission. 

Over the next two or three days, 
and sometimes in the middle of the 
night, I was recalled to the laborato¬ 
ry, where my circled areas were 
placed under a machine. At first, this 
clicked furiously, but gradually 
slowed on each subsequent visit. 

I now assume that the machine 
was a Geiger counter and that I had 
been made radioactive. 

Back at the billet we realised that 
the airmen had been exposed to a va¬ 
riety of unpleasant experiments, and 
stories circulated about some of them 
going seriously wrong. 

One was that a group of airmen, 
only some wearing gasmasks, were 
put into ah gas chamber. Rumour 
had it that some had become blind. 
There was also talk of an airman hav¬ 
ing died after an experiment, but that 


EXPERIMENTS 


LAST week, KoS ran a report on 
a new book penned by a 
University of Kent professor 
looking at some of the tests ran 
on servicemen during the 
1950s at the Porton Down 
military complex in Wiltshire. 

The book revealed how some 
soldiers volunteered to take part 
- often for a little extra cash - to 
have tests carried out. These 
would often include seeing their 
reaction to poisons or other 
chemicals they want to use as 
potential future military weapons.

it had been hushed up. 

I was glad to get out of the place. 
But I had to sign the Official Secrets 
Act before I left. 

I have been one of the fortunate 
volunteers, apparently suffering no 
after effects. I went on to enjoy a ful¬ 
filling career, a good marriage and 


have three healthy children and four 
grandchildren. 

But it was wrong of the Govern¬ 
ment to encourage volunteers with¬ 


out making them aware of the type of 
research being undertaken.

We will keep fighting for justice 
in contaminated blood scandal 


Steve Dymond and Su Gorman write for KoS on living a life under a dark blood contamination cloud 


RIDAY, July 24 was a red 
letter date in our diary. 

It should have been the 
happiest day of our lives. At 
least since the joyous day in 
1980 when we celebrated our wed¬ 
ding with our friends and family with 
a party that lasted all day and was 
supposed to last all our lives. 

But Friday the 24th was the culmi¬ 
nation of what had become our one 
dream and ambition for the last 13 
years. 

Not the sort of dream most people 
cherish as their sole ambition, but the 
only one we were left with to cling to 
after the dreams we married with - 
having children, a peaceful family 
life, long successful careers and 
growing old together in comfort - 
were taken away from us by the scan¬ 
dal which is contaminated blood. 

Even on the day of our wedding, 
friends still expressed the opinion Su 
was ‘brave’ to marry a haemophiliac 
[a condition which means the blood 
does not clot naturally]. 

She never saw it that way. But then 
she didn’t know, what Steve feared, 
and what the Department of Health 
(DoH)and doctors knew. That the 
treatments on which a haemophiliac 
depends to lead a normal life were con¬ 
taminated with life threatening virus¬ 
es. That a simple everyday medical 
treatment like wisdom teeth being re¬ 
moved could result in life threatening 
and destructive infection. 

[Steve took a treatment called Fac¬ 
tor VIII - a blood product collected 
from dozens, if not hundreds of do¬ 
nors, which he used to occasionally 


to temporarily give his blood the abil¬ 
ity to clot. However, between the 
1970s and early 1990s, those sup¬ 
plies were often sourced from the US 
from the likes of prisoners and drug 
users. Not checked, many were con¬ 
taminated with the likes of HIV or 
hepatitis C. Almost all haemophiliacs 
treated over that period are believed 
to have been infected. Worse still, it 
has since transpired warnings were 
voiced to the Department of Health 
(DoH) but ignored. Thousands were 
infected. Thousands have since died 
as a result. Steve Dymond contracted 
hepatitis C - an illness which attacks 
the liver and which had a hugely det¬ 
rimental impact on his life.] 

Our revised dream or ambition was 
simple. That a viable treatment for 
hepatitis C would become available 
before the virus totally destroyed Ste¬ 
ve’s liver or he developed cancer. 

That the cure would come before it 
was too late. 

As an ambition it was a reason to 
get up in the morning. But dreams, 
well, they don’t come true do they? 
And hope was long gone. 

But this time the miracle has hap¬ 
pened. In June, the widening of the 
criteria by NHS England for eligibility 
for the new treatments so that Steve 
now qualified, coincided with the 
confirmation that our year long can¬ 
cer scare was definitively a false 
alarm. 

Incredibly, we’d won the race. Or at 
least got within touching distance of 
the finishing tape in the shape of the 
first hospital appointment to discuss 
treatment on July 24.

Which should have made it the 
happiest day of our lives. 

But it wasn’t. Once more the offi¬ 
cials at the DoH succeeded in poison¬ 
ing our lives, if this time not physi¬ 
cally. 

The revised NHS England guide¬ 
lines still mean access to the new 
treatments is still denied for 80 per 
cent of the victims of contaminated 
blood which leaves us feeling guilty, 
about our ‘good fortune’ and unable 
to share even less celebrate within 
our haemophilia community. 

The issues around contaminated 
blood have never been solely about 
personal health. 

There has been the 30-year cam¬ 
paign for justice, a full explanation 
and a full and decent settlement in 
compensation. 


For 30 years the DoH (which was 
responsible for the doctors having ac¬ 
cess to the contaminated blood prod¬ 
ucts with which haemophiliacs were 
poisoned) have resisted and obstruct¬ 
ed any demand for decency. 

Until 1991, when Crown immunity 
was abolished under John Major’s ad¬ 
ministration, no legal redress was 
possible against agents or institu¬ 
tions of the state (ministers, govern¬ 
ment departments, civil servants or 
public bodies). 

Some 22 other countries won a 
court case in the USA against phar¬ 
maceutical companies Alpha, Baxter, 
Bayer and Behring-Aventis in 2010 
for contaminating haemophiliacs 
with HIV and hepatitis C during the 
1980s. The payout, under a vicious 
confidentiality gagging clause, ran to 
tens of millions of Euros. 

UK haemophiliacs contaminated 
with HIV by NHS Factor VIII were 
obliged to sign waivers which would 
preclude them from making any fu¬ 
ture claims for any other blood-borne 
viruses they may have contracted 
from contaminated treatments before 
they could receive paltry hand-outs. 

It has now come to light that when 
imposing that waiver, UK Govern¬ 
ment officials knew that NHS Factor 
VIII stocks were already also con¬ 
taminated with hepatitis C. 

To bring credible legal action, pa¬ 
tients require their medical records 
from that period (1970s and 1980s). 
It is very difficult, if not impossible, to 
obtain complete, unredacted records. 

At last, political will has reached 
an unprecedented level of momen¬ 


tum and the prime minister had 
promised a statement in the House of 
Commons before July 21 which 
would herald the end of campaign¬ 
ing. 

This translated, at the instigation 
of DoH officials on July 17, into the 
poisonous written statement deliv¬ 
ered under the back door which sum¬ 
marised as a commitment to do noth¬ 
ing to provide material relief for the 
victims for a further two years. 

Which required, while picking our¬ 
selves up from another body blow, im¬ 
mediate action and reaction. 

So July 24 became an almost un¬ 
welcome intrusion as it took us away 
from the serious business of cam¬ 
paigning for justice. 

Across Kent the Magna Carta is on 
public view in a series of exhibitions, 
“Magna Carta Rediscovered” 

It would seem timely that as we still 
campaign for justice, this very cele¬ 
bration of citizen’s rights and their 
protection from the abuses of state 
power is in full view for all to see. 

“To no one will we sell, to no one 
will deny or delay either right or 
justice.” 

So we ask, will there ever be respect 
for the rights and justice for the vic¬ 
tims of the contaminated blood scan¬ 
dal and their families?

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Light shone 
on darkness 
of Thatcher 
Government 

Kent author Clive Bloom lifts the lid on 
one of the country’s most controversial 
politicians, writes Jamie Weir... 


M ARGARET Thatcher’s 
politics are unlikely to 
be described as bland, 
or uncontroversial by 
anyone. 

As a politician who presided over 
the destruction of trade union power, 
and the coal industry, the Iron Lady 
has made her way into the history 
books as one of Britain’s Marmite 
characters; she’s both loved and hat¬ 
ed in almost equal measure. 

Her leadership has always been 
viewed as one which praised 
individualism, and tried to shrink the 
state and centralised Government 
involvement. 

However now, a Kent-based author 
and Emeritus Professor of English and 
American studies at Middlesex Uni¬ 
versity, Clive Bloom, has re-examined 
Mrs Thatcher’s Government years. 

The book, entitled Thatcher’s Se¬ 
cret War: Subversion, Coercion, Se¬ 
crecy and Government, 1974-90 
shines a light on the Government, un¬ 
veiling what Professor Bloom de¬ 
scribes as the ‘notorious role of the 
state against its perceived enemies’. 

But why did Professor Bloom 
choose to examine the history of Mrs 
Thatcher? 

“I’m interested in the bits of history 
which aren’t well known, and aren’t 
well publicised. I’ve written a number 
of pieces on parliamentary justice, 
and injustice, in the past and wanted 
to explore the Thatcher years in a dif¬ 
ferent way,” explains Professor 
Bloom. 

“Mrs Thatcher is one of these char¬ 
acters who has become revered by 
many, almost turned into a saintly 
character with films like The Iron 
Lady, and at the same time vilified by 
others. Her impact on politics in the 
UK has been profound and in many 
ways it still remains with us today.” 

The 61-year-old Professor doesn’t 
seem the type to rouse a rabble from 
his seaside home on Kent’s north 
coast in Herne Bay. 

However he’s certainly not shy 
when it comes to taking aim at the 
former Prime Minister, who, accord¬ 
ing to a BBC poll was voted the six¬ 
teenth greatest Briton of all time. 

He said: “In a number of cases, peo¬ 
ple who got in the way of the security 
forces during the Thatcher era simply 
vanished. 

“There was this paranoia in her

Government, with a war being 
waged against anyone who didn’t see 
eye to eye with Thatcher.” 

That conflict sprang from Mrs 
Thatcher’s political ideology, and 
drive to slim down the state while 
praising individualism according to 
Professor Bloom. 

He told KoS: “Thatcher was an un¬ 
ashamed free market capitalist, and 
someone who believed deeply in the 
idea of an individual’s self determina¬ 
tion. She was a moral conviction poli¬ 
tician, and someone who did what 
she believed in. That meant she was 
willing to carry things through, 
whatever the cost because she be¬ 
lieved she was right. 

“Thatcher felt that Communism 
and the left were the Antichrist, a 
part of life she abhorred. Really she 
wanted to roll back the 1960s, and 
return to a time before the liberalisa¬ 
tion of British society, which had 
taken place during that decade. She 
wasn’t able to do that, but what she 
could do was destroy state depend¬ 
ency, and the welfare state which she 
believed was to blame for the ills in 
the world.” 

That battle against collectivism, 
which came from Cold War fears, 
spurred a darker side to the Thatcher 
era according to Professor Bloom. 

He believes the security services, 
as well as senior members of the Con¬ 
servative Party acted in ways they 
should not have. 

He told KoS: “The security services 
had been working in certain ways in 
Ireland for some time. They had a

shoot to kill policy, and certain tech¬ 
niques which they used to get what 
they wanted. 

“The liberties they took in Ireland, 
with techniques like torture, state 
sponsored terrorism and psychologi¬ 
cal operations, I believe, were im¬ 
ported into Britain. 

“I’m not saying that Mrs Thatcher 
knew all that was going on, but, like 
the situation with Thomas Becket 
who was killed at Canterbury Cathe¬ 
dral, people did what they thought 
she wanted.” 

It’s a tale which Professor Bloom 
says has increased in relevance in the 
last 15 years, providing a warning 
from the past. 

He said: “Most people remember 


the 1980s as a period when they were 
given greater individual freedoms. 
The trade off was that these freedoms 
were bought with greater secrecy 
from the state, and more things hid¬ 
den from the public.” 

The author believes that these is¬ 
sues are growing now as well, with 
significant parallels between the 
Thatcher Government, and former 
Prime Minister Tony Blair. 

Professor Bloom said: “Both 
Thatcher and Blair were moral cru¬ 
saders, and both had this belief that 
fundamentally, what they were do¬ 
ing was right. The mysterious deaths 
of a number of people during the 
Thatcher years can also be paralleled 
with that of Dr David Kelly, who had 


made enemies after claiming that 
Blair’s Government had sexed up the 
Iraq dossier which ultimately led to 
war with the country.” 

Professor Bloom says that Mr 
Blair’s Government shrouded the 
state in secrecy, something made 
easier as a result of the ‘war on 
terror’. 

He says that now, we’re living in an 
age where security services are con¬ 
tinuing to operate under the radar. 

He said: “Bulk surveillance, pro¬ 
posed changes to the freedom of in¬ 
formation act, and a wide range of 
instruments, all indicate a time 
where the security services are act¬ 
ing in a manner which is extremely 
similar to that of the Thatcher era.”

A RECORD number of people re¬ 
sponded to Kent News’ online poll 
this week.

I fully support the planned protests 
by local campaign groups and my constitu¬ 
ents today.” 

But Frank Langrish, a spokesman for the 
National Farmers’ Union and large-scale live¬ 
stock farmer and transporter, said: “The sheep 
have a higher value in Europe than here, and 
a much higher value if they are fattened and 
slaughtered in those countries, because the 
quality of these animals is higher. 

“The French flock has been reducing over 
the last few years, so we can supply that 
market.

E VER wanted to have a school 
building named after you? 
Well here’s your chance and 
it’s yours for a cool 
£500,000. 

And if that perhaps stretches the 
purse strings a little too much, then 
you could have a room named after 
you for £50,000 or, rather more mod¬ 
estly, a special engraved brick for a 
mere £50. 

All are up for grabs at a leading 
grammar school in Ashford, as it sets 
out to raise the funds it hopes will pro¬ 
vide the bedrock of a major new addi¬ 
tion to the school’s campus. 

Now the Norton Knatchbull in 
Hythe Road is hoping former students 
will embrace the idea of being immor¬ 
talised in the very fabric of the school 
they once attended. 

It wants to build a new creative arts 
building on the site of its swimming 
pool, which was closed four years ago, 
and needs to secure £500,000 to then 
allow it to bid for the full costs which are 
estimated to be in excess of £5million. 

Explains head teacher Susanne 
Staab: “The new block will house mu¬ 
sic, art, DT and computing in addition 
to providing opportunities for com¬ 
munity use. 

“It would include a state-of-the-art 
recording studio and new practice 
rooms and restructure outside space. 

“We hope the funding will be par¬ 
tially provided by the government in

recognition of the face we have ex¬ 
panded from a five to six form entry 
school. The rest, however, we need to 
raise ourselves.” 

Currently, many of the students 
studying music do so in rooms which 
were originally built in the 1950s and 
are in desperate need of regeneration. 

The school has undergone a 
number of improvements in recent 
years but, like all other schools, has 
faced a major squeeze on its budgets 
as a result of a reduction in central 
government funding. 

Business manager Paula Bunnell 
said: “We have seen our budgets cut, 
year-on-year, by more than 35 per 
cent. Yet we are expected to do more 
and more each year. Grammar 
schools are being hit particularly 
hard as we receive the lowest propor¬ 
tion of funding. 

“Therefore we are given no choice 
than to seek private sponsorship and 
raise funds independently for building 
development.” 

By raising some 10 per cent of the 
total sum needed to deliver the new 
building, it is hoped it will then allow 
it to bid for other key funding 
opportunities.” 

A major part of the fundraising will 
be an Indian Summer Soiree on Sep¬ 
tember 19 which is open to local busi¬ 
nesses and former students. 

A similar fundraising ball in the 
spring raised £15,000 and it is hoped 
the September event will be equally 
well attended. 

Mrs Bunnell added: “The buy-a-brick 


is a big focus and we want to inform as 
many old school students and those as¬ 
sociated with the school to invest in our 
future and become part of our history. 

“What better way to become part of 
our community than to install a per¬ 
manent memorial of your time and 
contribution to the school? ” 

The Indian Summer Soiree is being 
sponsored by Ashford firm Geerings. 


Among the money making schemes 
are an engraved brick for £50, two for 
£85, an engraved window for £200, 
an engraved granite slab for £2,000 
and then the big ticket items of having 
a room in the building named after 
you for £50,000 or sponsor the build¬ 
ing itself for £500,000.

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Regeneration of 
Ashford takes 
another giant 
leap forward 

High speed rail services, a new college campus, 
and a wide range of other developments are 
helping the town thrive reports Jamie Weir... 


A LTHOUGH the credit crunch deci¬ 
mated the UK economy when it 
struck in 2008, its effect is still be¬ 
ing felt in high streets and town 
centres to this day. 

Shops lie empty, and town centres across the 
county have struggled to attract the public. 

One place which hasn’t seen the slump last 
though, is Ashford, with building projects push¬ 
ing forward at pace. 

Just a week ago, the rundown buildings on the 
corner of the town’s Elwick Road were demol¬ 
ished, as Ashford College took the first step to¬ 
ward building its new central campus for stu¬ 
dents of the future. 

And this week, the public were asked to give 
their opinions on a large new development oppo¬ 
site the college site. 

The £75 million proposal would transform one 
of Ashford’s longest running grotspots into a 
vibrant area, with a multiplex cinema, housing 
and other leisure facilities. Ashford Borough 
Council’s leader, Gerry Clarkson, says both devel¬ 
opments are key for the town. 

He told KoS: “The area is a prime location in 
our plans for the town. 


“It’s on a key corner of Ashford, located just a 
couple of hundred yards away from Ashford In¬ 
ternational train station, and obviously it will be 
directly opposite the new college campus. 

“That’s the perfect location for leisure facilities 
like the cinema and retail, as there will be a big 
group of young people eager to have fun. In fact, 
eventually we expect that there will be around 
1,500 people at the campus, and they’ll all have 
money to spend, and will want to do so. 

“We really want to become a destination for 
young people in Kent, as at the moment Ashford 
isn’t high up on their list of places to go. We want 
to compete with places like Canterbury to tap 
into that market.” 

That, according to Mark Lumsdon Taylor, 
who, as finance director of the Hadlow Group - 
which runs Ashford College - is helping spear¬ 
head the new college campus’ building pro¬ 
gramme, is something which is achievable. 

Mr Lumsdon Taylor said: “At the moment over 
500 young people leave Ashford every day to go 
to study elsewhere in Kent. Isn’t that an absolute¬ 
ly ludicrous proposition for the town? The new 
campus will provide a focal point for business as 
well, delivering high quality education that

meets the needs of businesses in the local com¬ 
munity. We’ll be asking young people in 
Ashford; why travel for an hour, spend money 
on petrol or trains, when you can stay local, 
support the local economy and support local 
businesses. 

“The whole redevelopment of Ashford as a 
retail centre, and an arts and cultural area 
will provide young people with a place they 
want to be. The college is going to work within 
that, as one of Ashford Borough Council’s ‘Big 
Eight’ strategic priorities.” 

Those so-called ‘big eight’ projects are the 
council’s template to unlocking growth and 
regenerating the borough. 

The eight strategic projects are redevelop¬ 
ment of the town’s commercial quarter, El¬ 
wick Place area, the college campus, the Stour 
leisure centre, expansion of the designer out-

let shopping centre, development of Chilming- 
ton Green, development of a new junction 10a 
for the M20 and improved signalling for the 
international railway. 

Mark Dance is Kent County Council’s cabi¬ 
net member for economic development. He 
told KoS Ashford’s big eight strategic priorities 
were fundamental to the town’s growth. 

He said: “Because Ashford is well organised 
with its developments, it is leading the way in 
Kent. It has its local plan in place, and this has 
helped it push things forward faster, because it 
already knows what it wants and where. 

“The new development being proposed has 
some very clever master planning as it has an 
amazing interplay between different elements 
of the development. 

“On a town level, the new development in 
Elwick Road will start to move the action clos¬ 
er to the old town, shifting the hub closer to 
the railway station, which in itself is a key part 
of Ashford’s regeneration and continuing 
development.” 

That railway station has recently received a 
boost as well, and one which will mean it’s got 
the green light for many more years of service. 

It was given funding to upgrade its signal¬ 
ling service - another of the big eight - earlier 
this month. That means it has assured its 
place in cross-Channel rail services, as the up¬ 
grade was necessary to service new trains 
coming in to service. 

Cllr Clarkson said: “The station gives us 
great connectivity nationally and interna¬ 
tionally. Ashford is just 38 minutes from cen¬ 
tral London on the high speed service, and 
with the continent easily accessible, we’re lo¬ 
cated in an ideal place for business.” 

In fact, Cllr Dance says Ashford’s connectiv¬ 
ity will mean it could also benefit from expan¬ 
sion further afield too. 

He told KoS: “Development at Ebbsfleet, and 
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MIXED : Proposals for the site opposite the new college include leisure facilities as well as 
housing. It is hoped they will help to generate constant footfall and bring business to the town 


also with Paramount Park will create thou¬ 
sands of new jobs. With Ashford’s high speed 
trains, it opens up jobs in both areas for people 
who live in the borough and can travel there 
easily.” 

Ashford - which according to Cllr Clarkson, 
‘means business’ - has in fact got 500,000 po¬ 
tential employees living within a 40 minute 
drive of the town. 

That workforce is growing too, at the third 
fastest rate in the south east too - a mighty 
14.9 per cent increase in 10 years. It’s also at¬ 
tracting outsiders to move to Ashford, with the 
borough ranked in the top seven per cent most 
desirable places to live in the UK. 

And jobs are something Ashford has also 
managed to help create, with Cllr Clarkson tell¬ 
ing KoS unemployment was as low as it was ever 
likely to be in the borough - just over one per cent. 

He said: “Between 2001 and 2011 we creat¬ 


ed 7,600 new jobs. We’ve attracted big busi¬ 
nesses to the area, and that’s helping to keep 
pushing regeneration forward. 

“We’re also putting our money where our 
mouth is with developments like Ashford Col¬ 
lege’s new campus, pumping millions of 
pounds of our cash in to help it move forward. 
We’re showing the council’s confident the area 
is going to grow successfully. 

“We’ve invested in a variety of new things, 
one of which is the Park Mall Shopping Centre 
with its 34 shops. We’re transforming the offer¬ 
ing throughout the centre, ensuring jobs are 
created in the future. The new college campus 
will also help with this. We identified a skills 
shortage in the area, which meant that we were 
needing to import workers for certain jobs. 

“Obviously the new campus will help bridge 
that skills gap, offering the right training 
which we need to keep thriving.”

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March of time in Sittingbourne 
captured forever by new book 

Collection will feature modern and archive pictures of the town side by side, writes Molly Kersey... 


A NEW book featuring a 
collection of old and new 
photographs is aiming 
to bring the history of 
Sittingbourne to life. 
Sittingbourne Through Time fea¬ 
tures more than 180 photographs of 
the town - showcasing modern and 
archive photographs side by side to 
provide an insight into the area and 
how it has changed over the years. 

The book was created by Robert 
Turcan, a retired stockbroker who 
lives in the town. 

It is the latest in Amberley Publish¬ 
ing’s revised editions of their success¬ 
ful Through Time series. 

Mr Turcan first became involved 
with the series through his interest in 
collecting topographical postcards. 

“I am a member of the Sitting¬ 
bourne post card group,” he told KoS. 

“They were approached by Amber- 
ley Publishing. I took up the chal¬ 
lenge to create Sittingbourne 
Through Time. That was six years 
ago and it was the first book that I did. 

“I have done 13 since then and the 
13th is the revised version of Sitting¬ 
bourne Through Time. They used 
some of the old and some of the new. I 
found so much more material. 

“They are very simple books - a 
collection of pictures with captions. 
Quite a few of the pictures were ones 
that I had collected over the years be¬ 
cause I have a natural interest. Oth¬ 
ers I found from Ebay, postcard fairs 
and other collectors. 

“I bought a camera, quite a good 
one, and although I have got no for¬ 
mal training I put it on automatic, 
found some good light and went out 
and took some modem pictures. 

“It takes about six weeks from start 
to finish. First I get the older pictures, 
then I take the new pictures and then 
I do the writing afterwards.” 

Situated on the road between Lon¬ 
don and Dover, Sittingbourne be¬ 
came a frequent stopover for travel¬ 
lers and their horses. 

And the town has seen a number of 
transformations - such as the arrival 
of a railway in 1860 and old derelict 
brickfields becoming new commer¬ 
cial estates. 

“One of the biggest changes is the 
paper mill, which has been demol¬ 
ished,” explained Mr Turcan. 

“It had been a paper mill for hun¬ 
dreds of years. That’s now a super¬ 
market.” 

As well as the changing landscape 
of the area, Mr Turcan is also inter¬ 
ested in the personal histories of 
those who have lived in the town. 

The book features photographs of 
people such as members of the Sit¬ 
tingbourne Football Club, who moved 
to their new home in Murston back in 
1990 after the Bull Ground was sold 
off for shop redevelopment. 

They later moved to a smaller 
ground within the same complex. 

“If you can find stories about people 
it brings it alive,” he said.

“It’s not all about buildings, it’s 
about people’s lives. 

“For the first book about Sitting¬ 
bourne I did try and work out a theme 
where I covered things like the fire 
brigade, the police and a football 
team, and tried to make it as diverse 
as possible and bring organisations 
into it. The first book had things 
about the Army Cadets and Sea Ca¬ 
dets, the ongoing groups that make a 
community cohesive.” 


Mr Turcan has compiled books 
about other areas in Kent for the se¬ 
ries including Faversham and Ashford. 

“Faversham is a terrific town. For 
me it had a particular fascination,” he 
told KoS. 

“That was the cradle of the gun¬ 
powder industry, so there is a lot of 
historical content there. 

“It was once the capital of England 
when King Stephen lived there and 
there was a huge monastery. It was 


demolished during the reformation.” 

He said a growing interest in the 
past helped make the books a success. 

“I think particularly among 
schools there has been interest, they 
are making children more aware of 
history and I am hoping that a lot of 
the books will be bought by parents 
for their children. 

“It’s for children really and the old¬ 
er generation who have witnessed 
changes. I think there is a lot more 


interest in the past now and an inter¬ 
est in heritage has grown. 

“I can remember years ago think¬ 
ing ‘why don’t people put history on 
television?’ but commercially it’s big 
business now. 

“There is a lot of nostalgia around 
old pictures and the past.”

A FIGHT with depression, 
OCD, and alcohol led a 
former city worker to a 
new path in street pho¬ 
tography. 

Photographer Lee Fennings was 
born in Chatham in 1971, and has 
lived in Gravesend for most of his life 
- the town often features in his work. 

“Street photography is raw, very 
diverse and honest” he explains. 
“You capture a fleeting moment in 
time - nothing is set up or staged, 
and that’s precisely how I like it, par¬ 
ticularly if the photograph has a 
touch of irony and humour to it.” 

Mr Fennings says he finds ‘soli¬ 
tude’ in his photography - helpful in 
dealing with his mental health is¬ 
sues. 

He says: “I have suffered with de¬ 
pression and OCD for many years. It’s 
a very personal subject, but I want to 
put it out there because it’s not al¬ 
ways openly talked about, and there 
are people out there who are suffer¬ 
ing in silence. 

“I would strongly urge anyone 
struggling to speak about it, either to 
their doctor, a member of the family, 
a friend or even a local organisation. 
I’m lucky to have strong support 
around me but personally found the 
local services of charities CRI and 
Mind invaluable. 

“I would never tell someone that I 
know how they are feeling - you 
don’t know how anyone else is feeling 
because everyone is different. 

“I used to work in the city for a 
high profile investment bank. I was a 
contractor, working in financial reg¬ 
ulation at vice president level in an 
intense environment. 

“I was self-medicating with alco¬ 
hol, to relieve the pressure of my ill¬ 
nesses. 

“Together with type 1 diabetes and 
coeliac disease (with a recent diagno¬ 
sis of osteoporosis), I got to a point 
last year where my contract was not 
renewed, ultimately because of my 
health issues. 

“Having always had an interest in 
photography, I started taking it more 
seriously because I needed some¬ 
thing positive to concentrate on. 

“In terms of what inspires me, 
travel is one thing, but it’s mainly 
about people and the human condi¬ 
tion. Street photography is all about 
being aware of what’s around you 
with that degree of anticipation and

forward thinking, as well as being 
very alert to those unexpected and 
impromptu moments that require 
quick framing and shooting. 

“I like to use both digital and 
35mm formats, shooting mostly in 
black and white.” 


He is hopeful about the future. 

He says: “I’ve experienced the de¬ 
structive nature of alcohol at first 
hand and have made some stupid 
mistakes. 

“I have been without it now for 
nearly ten months and have a com¬ 


pletely different outlook on life. De¬ 
pression and OCD is not something 
that can be simply shrugged off, but 
believe I’m heading in the right direc¬ 
tion with my photography helping 
me along the way. 

“I believe in myself, and I believe in 


my work.”

Is future of top secret base set to 
finally be decided next month? 

After announcing it was to shut in 2011, Chris Murphy takes a look at the latest plans for Fort Halstead 


HE future of what was once 
one of Britain’s most secre¬ 
tive military bases could be 
decided next month. 

Fort Halstead, on the out¬ 
skirts of Sevenoaks, was shrouded in 
mystery for decades as one of the key 
forensic sites. 

Since it was built in 1892 as one of a 
string of fortresses designed to protect 
London in the event of any invasion 
(see box off) it became a leading re¬ 
search site, investing everything over 
the years from rocket technology to 
probing the remains of the double 
decker bus blown up as part of the July 
7 terrorist attacks in London in 2005. 

But after changing hands it was 
confirmed in 2011 it was to close 
with the Defence Science and Tech¬ 
nology Laboratory being moved to 
Porton Down in Wiltshire in 2017. 

The future of the hundreds of staff 
there is also still being considered. As 
one of the major employers in the bor¬ 
ough, its departure has been seen as a 
major blow. 

At one point, there were 800 people 
on site, but the majority have been 
either let go or absorbed in other 
areas. 

Now with the site being sold, the fu¬ 
ture of what will happen to it could be 
resolved sooner rather than later. 

Two public consultations have 
been held to assess local opinion on 
what should happen to the buildings 
left behind and the local council says 


it expects to examine the plans at a 
meeting scheduled for next month. 

Developer Armstrong (Kent) LLP is 
heading its regeneration plans. 

It confirmed the site’s largest ten¬ 
ant, the Ministry of Defence’s Defence 
Science and Technology Laboratory 
(known as Dstl) is due to relocate its 
operations from Fort Halstead to 
Porton Down and Portsdown West by 
late 2017, which will leave a large 
proportion of the site vacant. 

The company said it was crucial 
the future of Fort Halstead is 
sustainable, dynamic and viable to 
ensure a high quality environment 
can be created on the site when Dstl 
leaves. 

A spokesman for Sevenoaks Dis¬ 
trict Council said: “We are currently 
considering a major planning appli¬ 
cation on the site. 

“It is for outline planning permis¬ 
sion for the demolition of buildings 
and development of a mixed-use de¬ 
velopment comprising a business 
area of up to 27,000 square metres, 
plus 450 residential units, a hotel of 
up to 80 beds, a village centre and use 
of the fort area and bunkers as an his¬ 
toric interpretation centre. 

“There would also be formal and 
informal open spaces, transport and 
utilities infrastructure, plus cycle and 
car parking areas. 

“There is also detailed approval for 
two access points at Otford Lane and 
Crow Drive, which is the primary route 


and a secondary one at Star Hill.” 

The authority added: “At the mo¬ 
ment, the proposal is pencilled in to 
go to our development control com¬ 
mittee in September. Fort Halstead is 
already allocated in our planning 
policies as a site that could accommo¬ 
date up to 450 new homes.” 

A Dstl spokesman added: “We are 
aiming to relocate from Fort Halstead 
by the end of 2017. There are signifi¬ 
cant challenges in relocating the 
unique and complex facilities, due to 
the nature of our work, and this has 
resulted in a delay in the design phase 


TRYING to chart the full history of 
Fort Halstead is no simple task - pri¬ 
marily due to the fact that through¬ 
out its existence it has been 
shrouded in secrecy. 

But this much we do know. 

Built in 1892, it was one of a ring 
of defences which surrounded 
London - ready for a team of 
volunteers to spring into action in 
the event of a crisis. 

Seen from the sky, you can still 
just about make out the shape of 
the original fortress on the site. 

But over the years, it changed 
shape and form to become 
something of a sprawling labyrinth 


which will delay the construction de¬ 
sign phase. 

“Dstl is committed to relocating its 
operations from Fort Halstead to Por¬ 
ton Down and Portsdown West in or¬ 
der to deliver more effectively and ef¬ 
ficiently to its customers. Around 
840 staff have been affected by the 
move; around 200 moved by spring 
2014.” 

Of the houses planned, it is expect¬ 
ed around 20 per cent will be classed 
as ‘affordable’. 

Stephen Roberts is the spokesman for 
Armstrong, He said they are still work- 


in 1922, the secrets started with 
work there over the next 20 years 
being key to major breakthroughs.

Researchers from Halstead were 
called upon to check the gas 
cylinders and nails once the device 
was made safe. 

On the more unusual side of the 
fort’s history are the apparent visits 
of Ruth Ellis, the last woman in 
Britain to be hanged to the area. 

She was hanged in 1955 at 
Holloway for murdering lover 
David Blakely, 26. 

It is said she mixed with some 
sensitive members of the Halstead 
staff, including the spies Guy 
Burgess and Donald Maclean.

DogsTrust 
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How Pluto helped fuel war effort 
with pipeline under the Channel 

Chris Murphy on the remarkable feat of engineering which helped keep troops moving during the war 



Y EARS before the Second 
World War finally ended 
in 1945, British strate¬ 
gists were already plan¬ 
ning how to sustain its 
forces fighting on mainland Europe. 

Good supply lines are the lifeblood of 
any military force - without them, men 
would soon be stranded and vulnerable. 

Along with ammunition and food, 
fuel was the most needed. Once the 
Allied forces landed in France, in or¬ 
der to keep tanks rolling and trucks 
moving, they needed the fuel neces¬ 
sary to power the vehicles fighting 
the swarm of Nazi forces. 

It was seen as vital to have it in 
place by 1944 to quite literally fuel 
Operation Overlord - the Allied inva¬ 
sion of Normandy. 

So an innovative plan was devised 
for Operation Pluto - Pipe-Lines Un¬ 
der The Ocean. 

In Kent, it followed the route of the 
Dymchurch light railway before 
crossing the Channel sea bed. 

In 1942, the first test pipelines were 
being laid under the surface of the 
River Medway to see if it could work. 

A common technology today, in 
wartime Kent, scientists and engi¬ 
neers were pushing the boundaries 
of what was possible. 

Early versions of the pipe used con¬ 
siderable amounts of lead to make it 
flexible while retaining strength. 

It soon became obvious there was 
not enough lead in Britain, including 
all the church roofs, to produce the 
quantities needed. 

The entire project was the brain¬ 
child of Arthur Hartley, the chief en¬ 
gineer with the Anglo-Iranian Oil 
Company, and the organisation 
which would ultimately morph into 
what we know today as BP. 

Wartime minister for petroleum, 
Geoffrey William Lloyd and Admiral 
Mountbatten, chief of combined op¬ 
erations, decided to push ahead with 
Hartley’s idea of using adapted sub¬ 
marine tele¬ 
phone cable. 

The second 
and more fa¬ 
voured material 
was developed by 
the Iraq Petrole¬ 
um Company 
and the Burmah 
Oil Company. 

Eventually, the 
pipe itself was the 
steel with the 
ends in the lead, 
which cut costs 
and material Peter Bamford, 
needs drastically. Kent historian 
A prototype 

was tested in May 1942 using the 
Medway instead of the Channel, and 
deep water tests went across the 
Firth of Clyde a month later. 

Happy with the successful tests, 
production was started by Siemens 
Brothers at Woolwich, Henley’s at 
North Woolwich, Callendar’s at Erith 


and Standard Telephones and Cables 
at Greenwich. 

More successful tests in the Clyde 
saw the tactically adventurous idea 
adopted into a future invasion plan 
with full construction launched in 
August. 

Existing cable laying ships were 
too small so merchant ships were 
converted to 
cope with the 
steel two inch di¬ 
ameter pipe. 

In October 
1942, HMS 
Holdfast took on 
board 30 miles of 
pipe to test lay in 
rough weather 
across the Bristol 
Channel. This 
time the ends 
were connected 
in both Swansea 
and Ilfracombe. 
It was used for 
real, helpful for 
both supplying these areas, plus vital 
training for the operators come the 
invasion. 

The first line to France was laid on 
August 12, 1944, measuring an as¬ 
tonishing 70 nautical miles from 
Shanklin Chine on the Isle of Wight 
across the English Channel directly 


south to Cherbourg. 

It was so successful, an incredible 
17 more lines were laid, from Dunge- 
ness to Ambleteuse near Calais. 

Pumping stations were disguised in 
buildings like cottages and garages. 

Pluto Cottage at Dungeness, is still 
there with its working life continu¬ 
ing as a bed and breakfast. 

The line across Romney to Dunge¬ 
ness was given the code name Dumbo. 

The topography of the marsh land 
meant some of the pipe was visible, so 
was encased in concrete shielding. 
Some of this is still visible today. 

Peter Bamford, secretary at the 
Folkestone and District Local History 
Society, told us: “This pipeline was 
vital to the war effort. 

“Without it, fleets of tanker ships 
would have had to constantly make 
trips across the Channel making 
them vulnerable to attack by subma¬ 
rine or from the air. 

“Also, whatever tankers were 
available at the time were criss¬ 
crossing the Atlantic to keep the re¬ 
serves on the Britain mainland 
topped up. 

“The answer seems so simple these 
days with long oil lines crossing en¬ 
tire countries and seas. 

“But back then, they even had to 
decide on and develop the materials 
to be used. Because it had not been 


done on this scale before, they were 
learning on the job, so to speak. 

“And they had to get it done fast. 
There was a war to be won so delays 
were not an option. 

“It is amazing they were planning 
it so early in the war. After all, this is 
just two years after the ill-fated Dun¬ 
kirk assault, which saw flotillas of lit¬ 
tle ships battling to bring troops safe¬ 
ly home. 

“Determined not to be put off, the 
British government along with the 
best minds in engineering and the 
military overcame all the odds. 

“I am convinced this oil line helped 
bring the war to an earlier end. 

“If the Allies had been forced to 
constantly stop and wait for more 
fuel, crossing France in to Germany 
would have taken so much longer. 

“Keeping an Army moving is done 
through the men’s stomachs, but 
keeping their vehicles moving was 
achieved through this incredibly 
pipeline. These amazing pipelines 
were the forerunners of all flexible 
pipes used in the development of off¬ 
shore oil fields today.” 

The network grew and grew to 
reach about 1,000 miles, across Brit¬ 
ain and deep into Europe as far as the 
Rhine. 

And it was well used - at its busi¬ 
est, some one million gallons were 



moved per day. 

It is estimated 172 million gallons 
had been pumped by VE-Day. 

Even when the war was over, the 
pipelines were still useful for a while, 
but around 90 per cent was eventu¬ 
ally salvaged between 1946/9. The 
scrap sold for more than the cost of 
recovery. 

The Romney, Hythe and 
Dymchurch railway museum also 
tells the tale of the pipeline and even 
has a replica of the only miniature 
train to be armed, built at the time to 
help protect the pipes.

Since being crowned the winner of BBC show MasterChef Natalie Coleman has released a new book 


A COUPLE of years ago, 
Natalie Coleman was 
just as likely to be spin¬ 
ning the decks in a night¬ 
club as flitting between 
saucepans in the kitchen. 

All that changed in 2013, when the 
former credit controller and part- 
time techno DJ won MasterChef and 
hung up her headphones to pursue 
her passion for cooking. 

“The DJ-ing days are long gone. It’s 
only friends’ parties these days. 
Which is a shame, because I loved 
playing my music, but you can’t do it 
all,” said the 31-year-old. “I packed 
up my office job, and now everything 
I do revolves around food.” 

Since being crowned winner of the 
BBC One show, Coleman has brought 


out her own book, Winning Recipes 
For Every Day, completed work place¬ 
ments in the kitchens of top chefs 
such as Marcus Wareing and Michel 
Roux Jr, and appeared at numerous 
food festivals and roadshows. 

But while Coleman - who jokingly 
describes herself as “the girl from 
Hackney done good” - confesses her 
kitchen is “too tiny to swing a cat in”, 
she won’t be moving away from her 
east-London base any time soon. 

“I like it too much here. There’s so 
much going on, loads of places to eat, 
you’ve got Brick Lane, Broadway 
Market, Vietnamese food - every¬ 
thing’s on your doorstep,” she said. 

Coleman’s latest project is a series 
of sweet and savoury recipes for Brit¬ 
ish Cherries to mark this summer’s

cherry season. The flavoursome dish¬ 
es include Cherry tart tatin; Cherry 
mess; Pork, cherry and pistachio ter- 
rine; and Spiced duck pancakes with 
cherry sauce. 

“You can do so many different 
things with cherries,” says Coleman. 

“They go really nicely with savoury 
dishes. With the pork recipe, you 
need something that’s a bit sharp to 
cut through the fatty meat, so they 
work really well with it.” 

Using fresh, seasonal produce in 
her dishes is important to the chef. 
But what she’s most enthusiastic 
about is inspiring youngsters to get 
involved in the kitchen. 

She’s teamed up with Central Street 
Cooking School to host affordable 
cookery lessons for children. 


“They’re such a laugh and the kids 
are so responsive, they love it,” says 
Coleman, who finds the classes are a 
way of encouraging picky eaters to 
try dreaded fruit and veg. 

“We turn fruit and vegetables into 
something cool. Tomorrow we’re do¬ 
ing little chicken shish kebabs and 
flatbreads and a ‘slaw, they don’t real¬ 
ise how many vegetables they’re get¬ 
ting, and we’re doing muffins with 
cherries in them,” she adds. 

The busy cook and food writer still 
finds time to tune into MasterChef, 
which she returned to last year as a 
guest judge. 

“Last season was great. When I 
went back, I did feel for them,” she 
said. “I was in their shoes once, and I 
know what it’s like.”

TRAVEL REVIEW: Austria

A ccording to Austrian 
folklore, the soul of Em¬ 
peror Charlemagne lays 
resting beneath the Ty¬ 
rolean Wilder Kaiser 
mountain range. 

The legend states that when the 
Hohen Grutten stream ceases to run, 
the mighty power will awaken to 
fight a great battle and vanquish his 
enemies. 

With warm sunbeams on my 
shoulders, a glass of Prosecco in one 
hand and a wriggly eight-month-old 
baby in the other, I attempt to trace 
the outline of the Kaiserkopf - Em¬ 
peror’s head - etched into the majes¬ 
tic Austrian Alps ahead of me. 

I notice that the mountain stream 
is still in full flow, and with not even a 
hint of conflict in the air, it’s safe to 
say Emperor Charlemagne is still 
sound asleep. 

Thousands of fir trees carpet the 
mountainsides, where butterflies 
dart between wild flowers and the cli¬ 
mate flits between cool mountain 
breeze to comfortable warmth, eas¬ 
ing muscles tired from baby lifting 
and carrying. 

Run by husband and wife duo 
Gunter and Bianca Lampert, the Kai- 
serhof wellness hotel is a picturesque 
hideaway that appears to tick along 
at a similarly gentle pace. 

With an indoor pool, natural 
spring, spa and five restaurants, it’s 
already charmed me. 

Since having a baby, the pleasures 
of peace and pampering have become 
distant memories from a former life. 

But for a few days, I’m hoping to re¬ 
claim some pre-parenthood rest and 
relaxation. 

With Daddy on babysitting duty 
and my daughter only a press of a 
hotel-room-to-wellness-spa-inter- 


com away, I seize some mummy time. 

I start my days with poolside yoga 
stretches and water exercise classes 
and even manage to sneak off for a 
few hours to relax on an a sun loung¬ 
er with a good book, while gazing out 
to the snow-capped mountains. 

Although my baby, Maya, is too 
small for the hotel’s kids club, there 
are plenty of options and accommo¬ 
dations for little ones. 

My daughter is particularly noisy, 


with a habit of letting out insistent 
pterodactyl shriek during mealtimes, 
which makes eating out fairly unap¬ 
pealing. 

But, at our request, the hotel easily 
seat us at a safe distance from the 
other diners. 

One evening, we even have a meal 
delivered to our room and set it up on 
our private balcony. 

Kaiserhof’s food is impeccable, so you 
don’t want to risk missing out on meals. 


Buffet breakfasts are extensive 
with multiple courses and glasses of 
fizz, and in the afternoon, a swell of 
cakes and pastries also appears. 

Dinner is a fittingly regal six-course 
affair, although at times it’s a little 
too overwhelming for a tired child 
who can only stay put in a high chair 
for 25 minutes. 

But even though our meals are 
rushed, our daughter does 
calm down in the bar, where live

music seems to quell her temper. 

During the day, there’s a cosy play¬ 
room where activities take place, and 
an outside playground area with 
trampoline and swings. 

But it’s the setting that really makes 
Kaiserhof a winner for children. 

Austrians are a wholesome out- 
doorsy sort and have made great ef¬ 
forts to set up family friendly attrac¬ 
tions in the area. 

Soaring cable cars and monorail 
mountain trains link the valley below 
with mountaintop playgrounds, 
while adventure comes in the form of 
zip lines, kooky-spooky walks and 
water explosions. 

Buggies can easily be taken on the 
cable cars, and some walks are even 
on terrain suited to pushchairs. 

Top three child-friendly attractions 
in the area are water wonderland 
Hexenwasser, Hochsoll, quaint mag¬ 
nolia draped village KaiserBad & 
Ellmis Zauberwelt, Ellmau and Kai- 
serWelt, Scheffau. 

With so many concessions for fami¬ 
lies, our holiday runs smoothly with¬ 
out any tantrums, tears or argu¬ 
ments between Mum and Dad. 

In the shadow of a sleeping 
emperor, peace and calm reigns 
supreme.

MISSION IMPOSSIBLE 

(12A, 131 mins) Action/Thriller/ 
Romance/Comedy 

CALL it testosterone-fuelled 
recklessness, hubris or feeling the 
need... the need for speed, Tom 
Cruise certainly puts on a show in 
the fifth instalment of the Mission: 
Impossible franchise. 



He clings to the side of an 
airplane as it takes flight and 
performs death-defying leaps as 
secret agent Ethan Hunt. 

The film opens with the 
Impossible Missions Force 
(IMF) hijacking a shipment of 
nerve gas from Chechen 
separatists. 

Soon after, CIA Director Alan 
Hunley, played by Alec Baldwin, 
succeeds in shutting down IMF for 
a total disregard for protocol, which 
led to the destruction of the Kremlin 
in the previous film. 

The hunters become the hunted 
when a shadowy organisation 
known as the Syndicate targets IMF 
for extinction. 

Hunt covertly reunites with 
colleagues William Brandt and 
Benji Dunn and computer hacker 
Luther Stickell to bring down The 
Syndicate using every gadget, 
disguise and turbo-charged 
vehicle at their disposal. 


HOT PURSUIT 

(12A, 87 mins) Action 

OFFICER Rose Cooper - played by 
Reese Witherspoon - is the 
laughing stock of San Antonio 
Police Department. She is scarily 
intense at work and famously 
tasered the mayor’s son. 

Captain Emmett offers Rose a 
chance at redemption by accompa¬ 
nying Detective Jackson to the 
home of cartel informant Felipe 
Riva. Soon after their arrival, 
masked gunmen open fire and 
Jackson and Felipe are killed. Rose 
manages to escape to the garage 
where Felipe’s wife Daniella, 
played by Sofia Vergara, is hiding. 
They flee the bullet-riddled crime 
scene and in order to keep control 
of the spouse, Rose handcuffs 
herself to Daniella, which proves a 
costly mistake as the cop and her 
prisoner embark on a series of 
embarrassing misadventures.

(12A, 98 mins) Comedy/Drama 

MAX Simkin, played by Adam 
Sandler, harks from four genera¬ 
tions of cobblers and owns a shop 
in a rundown neighbourhood.

A local thug called Leon Ludlow 


drops off a pair of shoes for repair, 
but Max’s stitching machine breaks 
down.

S HOOL’S out for summer - 
but while some parents 
have every day meticu¬ 
lously planned with activi¬ 
ties and time away, others 
are having ‘staycations’ and trying to 
coax their children into the garden. 

Your outside space can be a great 
playground, where kids can be en¬ 
couraged to take an interest in the 
natural world around them and in 
growing some produce of their own. 

Some ideas on how to help kids get 
the gardening bug can be found at 
www.chilternseeds.co.uk. 

Other ideas include making a seed 
collage. Gather seeds. Find a piece of 
card or sturdy paper, smother it with 
craft glue and stick away. Your chil¬ 
dren can make creative collages us¬ 
ing not only seeds but leaves, flowers 
and garden clippings. 

You can try creating a fairytale 
world. Find a seed tray, some soil, 
gravel, stones, pebbles or shells, 
twigs, small plants and perhaps a 
couple of fairies - or dinosaurs - and 
let their imagination run wild. 

You could use Sagina subulata - a 
super plant for ground cover which 
has dainty, fairy-like white flowers - 
Portulaca grandiflora and Briza 
maxima, along with a pretty collec¬ 
tion of shells and pebbles. 

Sow seeds. Some seeds grow really 
fast, so it’s not too late to do a bit of 
seed sowing with the children. 

Try growing salad leaves such as 
Chard ‘Pink Flamingo’ which will be 
ready to eat quickly and might even 
encourage your children to enjoy sal¬

ad. Some quick-growing flowers in¬ 
clude borage, nasturtiums and Mat- 
thiola bicornis. 

Make cress heads. To create a good 
cress head/monster, choose a suitable 
receptacle such as a plastic cup, yo¬ 
ghurt pot, egg shell, unwanted shoe, 
or some old laddered tights, fill with 
moistened cotton wool, compost or 
kitchen roll, sprinkle the seeds on top, 


water and wait for nature to do its 
thing. You will have cress within a 
matter of days. 

Create vegetable animals. If you 
have an abundance of fruit and veg in 
the allotment, get your children to 
create and make a vegetable animal 
or monster, using produce including 
potatoes, courgettes and carrots - the 
more imaginative the better! 


Make a mud pie. Give them a large 
pot, or a spare corner of the garden, a 
trowel and fork and some soil and 
leave them to it, although make sure 
you supervise close by. Add an old 
plastic tea set and they can create a 
mud afternoon tea. This may just in¬ 
volve a small amount of mess but 
children love getting dirty, so it’s 
good to let them every now and again. 



Decorate a flower pot. Dig out some 
old flower pots and let the children 
decorate them with stickers, paints 
and glitter - and then grow some¬ 
thing in them such as herbs or quick- 
to-mature micro-greens. 

Make some daisy chains. Find a 
patch with daisies and set the chil¬ 
dren to work in making the longest 
daisy chain possible.

OK, Hyundai is not the ‘cheap as 
chips’ marque it once was; prices 
have risen, but the brand’s recent 
quality hike has been impressive 
and, even if badge snobs remain 
unconvinced, hard-nosed post-reces¬ 
sion buyers know good cars when 
they see them. 

Hyundai’s shift from value to 
aspirational brand is also shown by 
the Santa Fe’s lightweight/high- 
strength steel and aluminium body, 
contributing to deft handling for a 
car of this bulk. 

There is some body roll on the 
bends, as expected from most SUVs 
and modest ground clearance says 
it’s not a proper off-roader, but the 
Santa Fe grips well, with excellent 
refinement and ride comfort - the 
chassis engineers have got it about 
right for UK roads. 

Priced from £27,995, you must 


decide whether you want five or 
seven seats, but the latter’s flexibility 
is worth the extra £1,150 and should 
make the car easier to sell, even if the 
two rearmost berths are a squeeze. 

Whichever you choose, turning 
the cavernous rear into a near-flat 
floor van is easy thanks to one-touch 
releases and no lip on the boot 


opening. Those in the glassy cabin sit 
up nice and high and there’s good 
stowage, with a well-trimmed and 
organised dashboard: our flagship 
Premium SE model comes with 
leather seats and a massive spec list 
at £37,110, though all versions have 
the useful Flex Steer feature. 

This allows three steering settings 



- normal, comfort and sport - and is 
particularly effective for a larger car, 
where you want a light touch when 
parking, but more feedback at higher 
speeds. 

There’s just one engine, but it’s all 
most buyers will need: a 197PS 
(194bhp) version of the 2.2-litre 
turbodiesel from the previous car

and highly capable, even when 
towing up to the car’s maximum 
2,500-kilo braked trailer weight. 

Hyundai has made the gearbox 
choice harder though with an 
effortless and fairly frugal auto, 
capable of returning 41.5mpg on the 
official combined cycle against 
46.3mpg for the six-speed manual 
and costing just £565 extra.

N EW car registrations 
have just posted a half 
year record of 1,376,889 
units from January 1 to 
June 30 - also a seven 
per cent jump on the same period last 
year. 

The previous record was 1,376,565 
over the same months in 2004, and 
the other good news is that buyers 
now have a greater appetite for 
UK-built cars - one in six now has a 
‘Made in Britain’ stamp on it. 

The figures come from motor 
industry mouthpiece, the Society of 
Motor Manufacturers and Traders 
(SMMT), which says the continuing 
boom is due to low interest rates and 
attractive finance deals, combined 


with new models featuring the latest 
technologies, encouraging 
consumers. 

And it is welcome news as the 
industry braces itself for another 
surge in demand with the arrival of 
the '65 reg plate on September 1. 

SMMT chief executive Mike Hawes 
said: “It is still a great time to buy a 
new car in the UK, and it is encour¬ 
aging to see more consumers 
choosing British models. This is 
important for the wider economy 
with 799,000 people now employed 
across the UK automotive sector, 
including retail. 

“We anticipate a flatter second 
half of the year as the market finds 
its natural running rate.”

Do your homework before buying new car 




D ON’T accept the first deal 
on offer - be ready to 
haggle. 

Do ask for trimmings 
like a tank of fuel, car 
mats or further discounts or extras. 

Don’t fall for what seems like a big 
bargain before you even haggle. It 
could be an unpopular engine/trim 
combination or a car on ‘run-out’ 
where production ceased a while 
ago, and might depreciate badly. 

Do pick a model that saves fuel, 
insurance, road tax and depreciation 
- it isn’t getting any easier out there. 

Do tread carefully with 
‘eco’ models 


though - check price, running costs, 
green credentials and savings on 
planned mileage versus years of 
ownership, then compare the closest 
standard version. The latter’s overall 
savings might surprise you. 

Don’t assume a diesel will save - 
you usually pay more upfront for 
diesel power, so you must cover more 
miles to claw that money back in fuel 
economy. And the engines are 
generally heavier, causing more wear 
on front tyres and mechanicals. 

Meanwhile economy and emis¬ 
sions on small petrol cars have 
improved and they are often nicer to 


drive. In short - do your sums. 

Do make the most of your part 
exchange - assuming you are not 
trading in a banger that the dealer 
will simply pack off to the nearest 
auction, it pays to make the most of 
your old car. 

Clean and polish it and replace 
obvious missing items such as a 
wheel cover or badge; don’t give the 
salesman an excuse to mark its value 
down. 

And make sure all the paperwork 
and history is neatly packaged up to 
go with the car; be critical of your old 
motor and put right what you can 
without spending big.

E CO cars are bought to save 
cash as much, if not more, 
than helping to save the 
planet.

Anyone spending £50,000-100,000 
on a car probably won’t fret too much, 
but most people want to save fuel and 
tax while also doing their bit for the 
environment. 

Longer term, electric cars may be

argument for electric is misleading: 
until we have zero emission power 
stations, electric cars simply transfer 
the C02 and noxious gas output from 
exhaust pipe to belching chimney. 

Hybrids, pairing electric power and 
batteries with an internal combustion 
engine are a good halfway house - 
particularly within the advent of 
plug-in versions where batteries can 
be topped up from the household 
circuit. 

There are also conventional ‘eco’ 
cars, but these are not always cheap, 
so shop around and note that if you 
don’t cover enough miles to make fuel 
savings offset the car’s purchase price, 
conventional alternatives may be a 
better bet. 

Don’t ignore petrol models either: 
concerns about the NOX emissions 
from diesels, plus the higher price of 
the engines upfront must be compared 
with lively new turbocharged small 
capacity petrol engines with low 
emissions and consumption.

PROMOTION to the Vanarama Na¬ 
tional League South isn’t daunting to 
Margate FC’s manager Terry Brown, 
who told KoS that it offers up a 
number of opportunities for the club.

He said: “One of the things a man¬ 
ager does during pre-season is to get 
to grips with the new boys who’ve 
joined.

“I’ve had a good chance to do that, 
and we’ve been playing fairly com¬ 
fortably, but I still haven’t decided ex¬ 
actly who will be playing in which 
position.

Adams said: “It will be another big 
challenge, because all the sides we 
come up against in our group are 
good teams, but our players are a 
year older and wiser now, so to my 
mind there’s no reason why we 
shouldn’t be looking to do well in 
this competition.”

Scally hit with £75,000 
fine after misconduct 


GILLS boss Paul Scally as well as the 
club itself have been fined £75,000 
each after FA misconduct charges 
against them were found proven 
following the firing of former player 
Mark McCammon. 

Both the club, and the Gills 
chairman, who has also been ordered 
to attend an ‘education programme’, 
received the penalty after being 
found to have failed to act in the best 
interests of football, and for bringing 
the game into disrepute. 

The ruling followed an Employ¬ 
ment Tribunal decision which held 


that Mr McCammon had been 
unfairly dismissed by Gillingham and 
that the dismissal was an act of race 
victimisation by Mr Scally and the 
club. 

Mr Scally released a statement after 
the ruling saying he would appeal. 

He said: “I am shocked, stunned 
and angered by this decision, as are 
my staff. The level of these sanctions 
is manifestly excessive, totally 
disproportionate and completely 
unjust. We have been given no 
reasoned explanation for the 
severity.”
